Another Ordinance Forgotten. 
| There is another ordinance regulating 
| the sale of coal in the eity which seems 
| to have been lost sight of and under its 
| provisions it appears that it is obliga- 
| tory upon the coal dealers to have all 
(the coal they sell weighed bv a city 
weigher whether or not the purchaser 
' makes such a demand. This ordinance is 
in the amended ordinances and is sec- 
| tion 156. It reads: 
' “Each and every person, firm or cor- 
| poration engaged in the business of sell- 
| ing coal in the city of Atlanta, to be 
delivered in said city, shall cause to be 
| delivered to said purchaser at the time 
|'of delivery of the coal purchased a Cer- 
tificate duly signed by a city weigher 
| appointed under the provisions of this 
ordinance, showing plainly the weight of 
the coal delivered; or the seller 
' said coal shall at the time and place 
the sale or delivery thereof weigh 
cause to be weighed the coal sold 
| delivered, which weighing shall be done 
in the presence of the purchaser or his 
or her or their agent, and if he, she 
or they shall desire or see fit to be

During a visit to General Robert 
Toombs, 1 few months before his death, 
in explaining why Jefferson Davis was 
so unpopular with the politicians of the 
confederacy, he said: 

“Mr. Davis should have lived in Bos- 
ton, where he could have been the ed- 
itor of a Iferary magazine.’’ 

Not many days afterwards, an hour 
with Mr. Davis in his home on Davis's 
Bend, forty miles below Vicksburg, I was 
afforded an opportunity of studyiyg this 
new side of a man who for four years 
had held so much public attention. He 
refused to talk politics, and discussed 
his trip to Europe after the civil war, 
from which it appeared that every jour- 
ney undertaken was along grounds laid 
down by some celebrated triumph of 
literature.

REAGHES A SETTLEMENT

county for five years. is now apparently 
the property of the Venables, and W. H. 
Venable. who represented his firm before 
the county commissioners Wednesday 
morning, announced that he would begin 
within a few days ‘to 'take up the stone. 

This latest turn in the caSe was caused 
by a resolution adopted by the commis- 
sioners in which they disclaim for the 
countv any ownership in the curbing. 
The passage of this resolution was vigor- 
ously opposed by Commissioner Adair, 
who believed that the curbing was the 
property of the county. Mr. Adair want- 
ed.the commigsioners to hear from ithe 
county attornev before voting on the res- 
olution. but he was in the minotity. 

he case is well known. having been 
a subject of. discussion in the county 
for a number of years. About five years 
ago Davenport R. Ray owned property 
on what was ‘then Wilson avenue, but 
which is now Fourteenth street. Desir- 
ing to improve his land, he purchased 
from Venable Bros. and had them place 
in front of his property 1,400 feet of curb- 
ing. 

Later Mr. Ray became insolvent and 
being unable to collect for the curbing 
Venable Bros. sued Mr. Ray for the 
purchase Money and obtained judgment. 
The curbing was sold and tthe Messrs. 
Venable bid it in. The curbing being 
on the public road was on the property 
of the county, and Venable Bros. have 
for five years been endeavoring to either 
obtain possession of it or sell it to the 
county. 

Yesterday morning W. H. Venable sub- 
mitted to the county commissioners a 
proposition by which the county was to 
become the owner of tthe curbing by pay- 
ing 15 cents per lineal foot for it, the 
regular price being 30 cents per foot. 

Mr. Venable stated that his firm did 
not care whether the county purchased 
the curbing, his only desire being to have 
something definite done in the matter. 

Commissioner Adair stated that it was 
his opinion that the curbing was already 
the property of the county, and that the 
sole object of Mr. Venable was to col- 
lect from the county for the debt of 
Lavender Ray. Mr. Adair wanted the 
county attorney heard from to decide 
the rights of the county. 

Commissioner Anderson stated that no 
matter by what technical point of law 
the county could acquire the property, 
he believed the curbing belonged to Ven- 
able Bros... as the city had never paid 
for it. In ‘this opinion he was agreed 
with by Chairman Palmer. A resolution

And in- 
asiruch as, although confronted by fTlon. 
Eugenius A. Nisbet as his opposing can- 
didale, the ex2cutive refused to make a 
rersonal canvass, leaving the matter en- 
tirely to popular determination, the han2- 
some reindorsement which he received 
was a recognition of official worth which 
might well be prized. One of the import- 
ant duties of the legislature, which was 
row convoked, bad reference to the elec- 
tion, under the permanent constitution, 
of confederate states senators. That in- 
strument would become operstive in the 
ensuing February, when the regular con- 
fecerate congress would begin its active
